Peanut Quotas 
to Be Voted 
Thursday 
The outcome of next Thursday's 


peanut marketing quota referen- 
dum will determine the level of 
government price support for the 
1951 
crop, Mr. Earl Martindale, 


chairman of the Hcmpstcad county 
Production and Marketing Admini- 
stration points out. 


"The 
Agricultural Act of 1949 


provides for mandatory price sup- 
port to cooperating producers on 
their 1951 'quota' peanuts at a le- 
vel between 80 and 90 per 'cent of 
parity, but only if marketing quo- 
tas are approved' in the coming 
referendum," he explains. 


"It growers vote against quotas 


next Thursday, price support will 
still be rnnndator to cooperating 
producers, but at only 50 percent 
of parity.

U. S. Marine 
Casualties 
Reach 3,300 


Washington, Doc. 12 — (IF) — 


rinc headquarters today s c a l e d 
down its estimates Of the casual- 
ties suffered by the First Marine 
division in breaking out of the Chi 
nese Communist trap in the Chang 
jin reservoir area of Korea. 


The marines put the figure at 


3,000 to 3,300 and said the number 
includes those disabled by sickness 
and exposure to winter weather. 
Actual battle losses — in killed, 
wounded and missing — were es- 
timated at about half the total. 


The headquarters supplied 
the 


new casualty toll after marine of- 
ficials had given 
varying 
esti- 


mates on the basis of a field re- 
port. This report'said the division's 
.three infantry regiments were only 
'at 70 per cent strength after the 
10-day battle. 
• The first estimates ranged up to 
6,500 and were calculated, in part, 
on the assumption that other units 
had suffered about the same losses 
as the infantry groups.
